t . To  Examine,  Audit,  and  Report,  the  Financial  and  Physical 
Conditions  of  the  Property  of  Individuals,  P'irms,  and  Cor- 
porations. 

c . To  aid  in  the  Organization  and  Consolidation  of  Banks  and 
Trust  Companies. 

u . To  Receive,  Collect,  and  Dispose  of  Interest,  Dividends,  and 
Income,  from  all  Securities,  Contracts,  Evidences  of  In- 
debtedness, or  other  Property,  Received,  Held,  or  Owned 
by  the  Fund. 

The  Capital  Stock  of  the  Fund  is  $1,000,000  par  value,  and 
is  b sing  sold  from  time  to  time  at  $300  per  Share,  and  no  Share 
has  been  sold  for  less.  Of  the  proceeds,  $100  per  Share  is  and 
mui  t be  held  as  a Reserve  Fund,  and  invested  as  follows  : 

1 .  In  Government,  State,  County,  and  City  Bonds. 

7.  In  Bonds,  or  notes,  the  payment  of  which  is  secured  by  mort- 
gage on  improved  and  income-producdng  Real  Estate  at 
not  in  excess  of  65  per  cent,  of  its  appraised  value. 

3 In  Bonds  and  stocks  of  Railroads  and  other  Corporations  which 
have  been  income-producing,  and  have  not  defaulted  in 
interest  or  dividend  for  5 years  prior  to  purchase.
